to express their preference as to can- 
didates for city, county and borough 
offices and for the assembly. It will 
be the first mayoralty campaign in 
\vhlch women can vote. 


As Tammany hall has redesignated 


John F. Kylan for mayor and there 
are comparatively few contests of im- 
portance among the Democrats, the 
main public interest is in the Repub- 
lican mayoralty nomination. All the 
candidates—Henry H. Curran, presi- 
dent of the borough of Manhattan; L. 
H. X^Guardln, president of the board 
ol aldermen; Judge Reuben L. Has* 
kell of Brooklyn and former state Sen- 
ator 'William M. Bennett Of Brooklyn, 
—who have conducted vigorous cam- 
paigns for weeks, expressed 
them- 
selves tonight as confident of victory. 


Impartial political observe™ gen- 
erally agree that the race will be dole. 
Curran, who is the candidate of the 
coalitionists., has the backing'of the 
regular Republican machine. The oth- 
er contenders, however, have large 
personal followlngs and have rolled up 
big1 votes In past elections. 


All Three Attack Cnrran. 


Considerable Interest has developed 


In Judge Haskell's campaign. H* was 
elected a county Judge last year on a 
wet ticket. He has asserted la his 
campaign speeches that his vote would 
be "an Indirect referendum" on the 
prohibition question.

DANIEL BOONE. THE GREAT 


KENTUCKIAN 


Daniel Boone was tbe son. of Quaker 


parents \vtto lived la Pennsylvania. Al- 
though the principal doctrine ID the 
Quaker creed 13 that man must not 
kill, Daniel departed from tbe filth of 
his fathers early and he become one 
ol the greatest Inilen fighters in 
American history. 


When Boone was eighteen hi* par- 


ents moved to North Carolina and In 
the Tadktn valley ot tbat state, young 
Boone became an expert woodsman 
ana hunter. Attracted by the tales of 
a hunter who had crossed tbe Appa- 
lachians Into tbe unknown Kentucky 
country, Booue visited the Blue Grass 
state several time* until he^ finally de- 
cided to make that country his home. 
In ITTo he etaabllshed Boonesboroutfi, 
the first (mtpoet of civilisation In tbe 
"Dark and Bloody Ground," «S Ken- 
tucky was called because It was a bat- 
tleground for many tribes of Indians. 


Boone's adventures with the Indians 


In hts new home were Innumerable In 
I7T8 he wai captured by the Shaw- 
nees, who admired the scout's courage 
so much that he was not pat to death. 
Instead Chief Black Fish adopted him, 
giving him the name of Big Turtle— 
rather on Inappropriate title for a man 
so active. Boone pretended to be well- 
pleased with his captivity and after 
Be\eral months the watchfulness of 
the savnges relaxed.

his escape. 


Several years later this same band 


nf Shawnces come to Boonesborough 
to kidnap theJr former captive. They

HUT.GIVEN BY AMERICANS 


Wooden Structure Used by Priest Un- 


til Permanent Monument Can Bt 


Erected to Heroes of the 


Great War. 


Paris.—A mile from Port Douan- 


mont, which looks down on the walled 
city of Verdun, France, and Its ring 
of defenses, lives a priest who never 
smiles. He Is young, clear-eyed, and 
does not need tlie ribbon of tbe Leglou 
of Honor nor the Cross of War with 
the paltn t)int he wears to tell that 
he 'has served, fie lives today In a 
wooden hut wlih the bones of 300,00ft 
of his countrymen, the defenders of 
Verdun. 


Time has softened the sharper out- 


lines of his surroundings, and from * 
distance t;eems to have given the 12- 
mile hattle front a green carpet. In 
reality, trenches have slumped In. 
The rims of shell holes 
have been 


rounded by rains, and frosts and melt- 
ing snows. Acres of tangled rusted 
barbed wire have been bidden under 
weeds and shrubbery. 


Rifle Barrel Mark* 'Grave. 


Sonio Inches of rusted ride barrel 


protrude from tlie soil to mark a grave, 
the wortrocD have not reached. Frag- 
ments ot leather and cloth equipment 
He scattered about, and even along 
tlie more frequented paths oce stum- 
bles over bones. 


The wooden hut where M. I/Abbe 


Noel lives Is perhaps 20 feet wide and 
40 feet long, the gift of mi American 
committee. At the end opposite the 
entrance Is the altar, and, forming an 
•Isle, are tiers of coffin-shaped boxes, 
•Kith the lids resting loosely upon 
them. 
Each box Is placarded with 


the names otjhe sector along the Ver- 
dun front There the fragment was 
found. 


Flower* Blanket Coffin*. 


Many of the coffins are heaped high 


With flowers and wreaths, and on all 
•re visiting cards pot there by those 
•whose memories center about the lo- 
cality named on the box. Ot the 400,- 
000 French who died at Verdun, said 
the abbe, 800,000 -will never be identi- 
fied. An "ossuaJre" la to be erected 
on this spot, nod in It will be placed 
these "sacred bones," where they will 
rest. Bach sector wilt have a tomb 
designated for it, where now there la 
« wooden box.

Not far distant and 
over the crest of thte hill Is the mas- 
sive concrete monument built over th* 
"Trench of Bayonets" where an en- 
tire wrapnny died as they 
waited; 


rifles In their hands, the bagle call 
to charge. Their bodies hnve never 
been disinterred and the protruding 
rifles with bay on eta fixed are still 
clutched by the soldiers whose graves 
they mark, as though trailing for the 
long-delayed command to go forward.
